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Lassalle contended, was only lul¬ 
ling and deceiving the workers, and 
he suggested the only remedy to be 
the alKilition of the wage system or 
wage slavery as the only cure, and 
to be able to accomplish this the 
parliamentary machine must be 
captured by the workers, and to 
that end he puggested—

tute themselves an independent 
political Jtarty, and make universal, 
e(|ual direct sulfrage their watch¬ 
word—the ri'prcscntation of tlie 
working dieses in the legislative 
bodies of,Germany — that and 
that alone (.'an, satisfy their 
legitimate interest in a politir-al 
sense. Let them acijuire their 
rightful political power and tliey 
would soon be able to give eirecl to 
their will. 

During the winter of iSti-J I-as- 
salle wa.- engageil in an extensive 
series of (lisj)Utes with the law 
courts, nearly every municipal lM)dy 
where lie lectured had writs or in¬ 
dictments against him. All sorts 
of charges w ere laid against him, 
and at one time he had to answer 
oo documents in the form of writs 
and charges. Twice he was arrest¬ 
ed ill the streets of Iterlin on ac¬ 
count of publishing S'icialistic writ¬ 
ing deemed to be treas.inahle. 

In lS(j4, in conscipience of pub- 
against lishing one of his addresses he was 
government arrested again in llerlin and con¬ 
demned to pay a tine anil live years' 
police surveillance, and on another 
charge Lassalle made a famous 
sjieech which lasted for four hours. 
Amidst the scenes and tumult of 
the court the judge and the crow n 
solicitor were amazed at his e.xtra- 
ordinary oratorical powers. The 
proceedings were tempe.-tuous, and 
fortune favored the brave Lassalle, 
and he was acquitted. 

The next trial arose out of an ad¬ 
dress at Diisscldorf. After another 
vigiirous defense he w as condemned 
to a year’s imprisonment. With 
this terrible persecution and men¬ 
tal worry Lassalle was piiysicallv 
broken down. tt the next’trial at 
llerlin he .made a great Socialist 
speech, the Judge objecting,' telling 
La.-isalle that he w is no’, on a lect¬ 
uring tour, but in a law court. 
Lassalle replied that he wished to 
teai'h the judge ami Germany So¬ 
cialism. jligh words were ex¬ 
changed, but iaissallc talked over 
the judge and the crown prosecu¬ 
tor and t lev looke'd on the agitator 
with wiiiider and a.stonishmcnt for 
daring them. Lassalle was never 
perplexed. I f the prosecution ad¬ 
vanced an argument again.-t him he 
had immediately twiuilv ready 
wherewith to answer it. lie hall'led 
tlieiii with his genius.

That capitalism, the private 
ownership of the means of pro¬ 
duction, is rc.sp.m.sirile for the in¬ 
security ofsubsistencc, the poverty, 
mi.sery and degradation of the ever¬ 
growing majority of our people.
